Western District

On August 10th, officers of the Western Dis-
trict responded to the 1000 block of Strath-
cona on an “Armed Robbery.” Subsequent to
their investigation, two subjects were arrested
and charged with “Robbery Armed,” “Assault
with Intent to Rob,” “Felonious Assault,” and
“Felony Firearm.”

Central District
On August 8th, the Central District hosted a record
crowd for National Night out, with various activities
for the community to enjoy; recognizing the partner-
ship between the neighborhood community groups
and local law enforcement on a national level.

Northwestern District

On August 9th, officers of the Northwestern
District responded to the 12000 block of Grand-
mont on a “Shooting.” Upon further investiga-
tion, officers arrested the subject who was later
charged with 4 counts of “Assault with Intent to
Murder,” 4 counts of “Assault with Intent to
Commit Great Bodily Harm,” 4 counts of
“Felonious Assault,” and “Felony Firearm.”
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AC Dunlap welcomed the citizens to the Eastern District. He also introduced the
Executive Staff and Command of the Detroit Police Department. He stated that
for the last two Fridays, the Command went out to patrol the community. He also
introduced DC Motley.

DC Motley introduced her staff and welcomed everyone to the Eastern District.
She provided a very detailed report of the district’s demographics, as well as its
current community outreach efforts.

She then talked about the community initiatives within the District, such as the
high number of parolees in a particular area, as well the processes for reducing
crime.

Chairperson Holley asked if it was by design that the parolees are concentrated
to one area.

DC Motley stated she isn’t sure, but the area has the highest number of people
receiving aid from the State.

Chairperson Holley asked if the district is working with the State, because
something needs to be done to address this issue.

AC Dunlap stated yes they are working with the State, and after looking at some
parameters, this area has a high unemployment rate, high poverty rate and lack
of education.

Chairperson Holley asked to know the reaction from the citizens residing within
that community.

AC Dunlap stated they probably aren’t aware, but the Chief asked the State to
look at a data base that will let the citizens know who is moving into their
community. The citizens will be able to access this information from a computer.

Chairperson Holley stated most of the citizens within that community do not
have computers.

AC Dunlap stated the department realizes that and they will be educating the
citizens on issues such as this during their Comstat meetings that are held in the
community.
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Chairperson Holley stated that's a great idea but putting those parolees in a
concentrated area had to be by design, because the people in that area did not
have a voice. He stated this Board and the Department should schedule a
meeting with the State regarding this issue.

AC Dunlap stated the Department welcomes the Board’s help.

Comm. Griffin asked DC Motley is there anything that she needed in her District
that would assist her.

DC Motley stated she could use more social workers to help assist the citizens
with their concerns.

Comm. Griffin stated from the Department of Corrections.
DC Motley stated yes, sir.

Comm. Griffin asked AC Dunlap does he need any assistance to take this back
to the Chief if it’s a budgetary issue.

AC Dunlap stated he thinks the Chief would be glad to have that discussion to
help expedite some of the requests the department has in motion to the State.

Chairperson Holley stated he was disturbed by the statement made by the
Attorney General saying that the incident with the Mayor and the subpoena
server from the Prosecutor's Office could have been a shoot-out at the OK
LaSalle. He felt that the comment was an insult to the officers of the Department.
He asked why the Department allows for someone to speak bad about it.

AC Dunlap stated the Department always tries to remain professional and tries
not to engage to the media tactics. But he understands and stated it was an
insult to all of Detroit.

B. Smith stated she has received several phone calls from officers of the Central
District complaining about the size of the lockers and the security of the 3" floor.

B. Brown asked how one might find out if parolees are in your area, because her
block is being taunted by a group of individuals.
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AC Dunlap stated to Ms. Brown to meet with DC Motley after the meeting.
Comm. Okdie stated it seems like a conclusion is being drawn that parolees
commit the majority of the crimes, but please don’t paint a picture until you have
all of the facts.

C. Graham stated she has concerns about homes that need to be boarded up.

H. Hall stated last week a young man was stabbed and it took the department
and EMS 50 minutes to respond.

Chairperson Holley stated it took EMS that long.

H. Hall stated their excuse was that a police car needs to come out before they
come.

AC Dunlap stated he doesn’t know the EMS policy, but they would like a scout
car to be there because the technicians have been victims themselves.

H. Hall stated the department showed up 45 minutes later, but no EMS showed
at all. He stated that the officer admitted this is common practice and that’s why
he lives in Canton.

AC Dunlap stated that isn’t a common practice and asked Mr. Hall to give all the
information to DC Motley.

Chairperson Holley asked Exec. Dir. Goss to follow up on the policies and
procedures for EMS regarding a call for help.

He also thanked Mr. Elkhoury for the use of the Facility and asked him to have
comments and give greetings.

G. Elkhoury welcomed the citizens to St. Moran Hall. He also welcomed the
Commissioners and stated that the center is always open to the community.

Chairperson Holley asked Mr. Elkhoury to let the Father know that the Board
appreciates his hospitality.
